Britain's failure 10 use her navy more 
effectively. Today otllccrs marveled at 
the Admiralty's failure to protect 'tho 
iuslUiila so that it would have been 
impossible for the German submarines 
to send her to the bottom. 


"Winston Churchill, First 
Lord of 


the .British Admiralty, is not to be en- 
\ied his position todny." a ranking of- 
ficer of the Navy sulu this afternoon. 


' 1 would not like to .be in his boots 


and feel that n naval policy for which 
[ was responsible had been partially to 
blame for tho destruction of the J^usi- 
tania with the terrible toll of lives. 


"I fear that the English people may 


demand a new -head of rthe Admiralty 
before many hours pass because from 
today's dispatches it appears thai they 
arc rapidly beginning to realize that 
something la radically wrong with the 
naval administration. 


"Forty-eight hours ago we were alt 


:qtilte satisfied that 
the 
Lusltania 


would he escorted into port by a large 
Jleet of torpedo destroyers who would 
have been capable of protecting her 
from the whole division of submarines.

"There la a theory In (bo British Ad- 


miralty thnt tho best defense against 
submarine attack Is speed.-That theo- 
ry will probably be disposed of with- 
out loss of time, as a result of the tor- 
pedoing of the. lAisltani.a. The belief 
appeared to prevail In Lqndon that it 
would bo Impossible to destroy a shll> 
ot tho •I/usltnnlo.'s strength and speed 
l>y torpedo, because she. would be ex- 
pected to outdistance her .pursuers. 


"It appears never to have occurred 


to the J3rltieh Admiralty that the w;ise 
Oormans would use precisely the tuc- 
Hics that appear to have been employ- 
ed in this case—that is, they would 
place submarines on her course and tie 
In wait for her. 


"Of course, In a case of this sort of 


attack the question of speed never en- 
tered tho equation. There were un- 
doubtedly a score or more,submarines 
which had nothing to dp but wait for 
the I-iusitanla, and when she hove Into 
sight one or more of thorn Jmd a rela- 
tively easy time getting close enough 
to send her to lho bottom. 
| 
Destroyers iGuarding Transports 


"Knowing that Germany was lying 


In wait for all the British shipping 
that .passed through those waters, one 
would assume that 
the 
Admiralty 


would 'make eome attempt 
to drive 


them away. Us a matter of fact, it ap- 
pears that virtually all of Great JJri- 
tain's destroyers have been assigned 
to .protect tho transports which are 
taking troops from En gland to France. 


"It will be remembered that siticc 


the first {British expeditionary force 
was -shipped to France, (.he, German 
submarines have failed in their efforts 
to send' any of the -transports to (tic- 
bottom. There is every reason lo be- 
lieve that they have attempted to de- 
stroy the troop shipe and have been 
unable to pierce the line of destroyers 
protecting-the transports. 


"To my inind, however,* the greatest 


error being made by the Mritlsh Ad- 
miralty is their failure la concentrate 
all of tho second and tb!rd-cla«.s ves- 
sels they have in commission instead 
of scattering them over the seven seas 


[Patrolling African Coast 


"For example there Is a line ot jsri- 


tish ships patrolling the c-oasl of Afri- 
ca, blockading iCJermany's colonies. H 
seems lo me lo lie of in(inile]y more 
importance thai these fillips slrould bo 
concentrated in Hritlsh waters or on 
the trade routes where they would l>o 
capable of protecting liritlsh merchant 
men—the reason tor which the :Hrltteh 
navy is supposed to have been built. 


"But more unfathomable still from 


the naval standpoint -is the fact that 
Great Britain has a good -sliced fleet 
vessels scattered along the coast of 
this country and 'South America look- 
Ing for German shipping. 


"I should think It would be quite evi- 


dent to tho 'British Admiralty that It 
will ba impossible for any of the iGer- 
:nEn ships, now in American ports to 
make a getaway In such n manner thai 
would%'cn.usG disturbance 
to British 


shipping. 
' 


"It ivould .be. impossible for any 
ol 


these'vessels to get out of port carry- 
Ing guns In position, and It Is highly 
Improbable that they would eare to at- 
tempt to cross the Atlanllc for com 
riierco purposes only.
